On the Credit Side 


HE. sequel to British Columbia's unfor- 
tunate Power Commission case was 
written last week when the government 
appointed a new slate of commissioners to 
succeed the three found by Mr Justice 
Clyne to have been negligent in connec- 
tion with the Whatshan disaster The 
province's extensive and rapidly growing 
power development system under public 
ownership thus comes under “completely 
new management” in both policy and 
administration. In the personnel of the 
new commission the government appears 
to have made a happy choice, all three 
men the qualifications and 
experience essential to an undertaking of 
this magnitude 

At this point it is only fair to note that 
from the retiring commissioners the prov- 
received loyal and—with that one 
exception—extremely able service. The 
achievements of the commission 1 the 
few vears of its existence have been 
remarkable. When the retiring members 
were appointed soon after the last war 
the B.C. Power Commission was no more 
than a name, owning nothing. Today it 
has physical assets estimated at $65,000,- 
000, represented by a network of power 
generating plants covering most of the 
jnhahited parts of the province:
